SNOW, RAIN AND HAIL. 
Gloomy Prospect in Some of the Mining 
Counties. 
S an F rakcisco, February 18th.—There 
was more rain last night at intervals, with 
occasional showers of hail. The spason’p 
rainfall for the city is now about tbirty-five 
inches. In the mountains there was more 
snow and trains, were delayed in conse 
quence. At a late hour yesterday the track 
to Summit was cleared and all trains were 
started moving. Owing to anticipated 
trouble the fast mail, Esst-bound, was not 
sent out yesterday afternoon. Maggie 
Mitchell and her company were among the 
snow-bound psssengers on oneof the West­ 
bound trains. The train due here last night 
reached here to-day, and this morning's 
fast mail is expected to-night. It was held 
at Emigrant Gap until a plow could be 
sent to meet it and precede it down the 
grade. The East-bound train sent out last 
evening was held at Alta uutil the train 
above referred to passed at that point. The 
overland dispatched this afternoon will go 
only to Sacramento. It will be consoli­ 
dated there with the 8 p. m train and both 
sent into the mountains together. The 
snowfall last night in the Sierras was 
heavy, and snow was slill failing to-day, 
according to reports, all alcng the line from 
Aubnrn to Ogden, yet the railway officials 
feel confident of (heir ability to fight the 
snow and avert another serious blockade. 
Folly three feet of snow fell at Truckee 
last night, and down as far as Colfax there 
was ten inches. The snow on the ground 
at Summit to-day, according to actual 
measurement, wa3 nineteen feet; at Cisco, 
sixteen feet four inches; at Emigrant Gap, 
thirteen feet eight inches; at Blue Canyon, 
ten and one-balf feet. General Superin­ 
tendent Fillmore has gone to Truckee, and 
with Division Superintendent Wright and 
Assistant Burkhalter, will remain until all 
danger of blockade is passed. Plows are 
kept going constantly, and this so far has 
kept the track clear. There was snow in 
the Siskiyon mountains last night and this 
will further delay the opening of the road 
to Oregon. 
N evada Cit y, Febiuary 18th.—The ba­ 
rometer is at the lowest point reached this 
season, and the snow is piling up at a rate 
of nearly two inches an hour. It is twenty- 
six inches on a level in town, and all the 
roads above are reported blocked. The 
stage companies this morning sent out men 
with the stages for Bloomfield and San 
Juan. They will probably get through on 
the latter road, but the prospect for reach­ 
ing Bloomfield is slight. The railroad 
company could get but one car to Grass 
Valley this morning. 
The snow-plow 
worked well, but car le near getting stuck 
several time in drifts of three to five feet 
dee]P- 
The worst fight will be at the Summit, 
midway between Grasa Valley and Colfax, 
but hopes of getting through are enter­ 
tained. Everybody is clearing roofs. The 
shovelers this morning held a consultation 
and agreed to stand out for 70 cents an 
hour or more, but Several are cutting rates 
by accepting 50 cents, and are creating 
much indignation on the part of their fel- 
low-laborers. Reports from points above 
here are eight feet of new snow at Granile- 
ville, six feet at Monntaiu House and four 
feet at North Bioomlield. 
L ater —There is eight feet ot new snow 
at the Mountain House, in Sierra county, 
and about the tam e at Graniteville, in this 
county. At both places the buildings are 
buried out of sight. The snow extends 
down to Spenceville and Smartsville. The 
narrow-gauge road is being kept open, and 
the stages from Camptonville and North 
Bloomfield got here this evening. In this 
city it snowed almost incessantly te-day, 
sud to-night it is coming down fast, with a 
stiff southerly wind blowing. 
G rass V a l l e y, February 18th.—The 
snowstorm raged all night and continues. 
There are twenty inchf s on a level in this city 
and several feet on the snrroundiDg hills. 
Snov-shovelers are in great demand at 50 
cents an hour. No damage is reported yet. 
The narrow-gauge train, with three engines 
and a plow, made a trip to Colfax and re­ 
turn this morning one hour and a half be­ 
hind time. A blockade in imminent. All 
the stores are well slocked with provisions. 
It is feared that the mines will again be 
closed by the blocking of ditches carrying 
water for power. All Ihe mines have from 
one hundred to three hundred feet of water 
in the shafts, hence the failure of power 
will prove disastrous. Half a dozsn six- 
horse sleds are hauling wood to the North 
Star mine, where several supplementary 
pumps have been put in. 
Great concern is expressed for prospect­ 
ors scattered throughout tho hills, and it is 
feared that many will be found dead in the 
spring. Disastrous snow-slides are also 
feared up country. The new snow is fall­ 
ing on the old, which is packed, and the 
surface is slippery as ice. 
B lu e Ca ny o k, February 18th. — The 
storm is still raging, with a heavy wind 
from the south. 
The plows are in motion 
continuously and the road has been kept 
clear thus far. 
Carson, February 18th.—The storm con­ 
tinues, and there is a ceaseless fall of snow. 
Tbe wind has gone down. The Virginia 
and Truckee Reilroa 1 is in good condition. 
The mails are regular. 
S isso n, February 18th.—It is still snow­ 
ing and the road is blockaded. Tbe wind 
is filling the track rapidly. The snow-stuck 
Ashland train got back to Edgewood. The 
snow-plow has not left yet. It is wailing 
for engines. By the negligence of officials 
all engines are disabled but the one sent 
back to Dunsmuir Saturday. Now that 
they are needed none are here. Two left 
Dunsmuir thirty-six hocrs ago. but, with 
slides and getting off the track, did not 
arrive. 
St. H el en a, February 18th.—It has been 
raining steadily since Saturday afternoon, 
interspersed with hail and snow. It com­ 
menced snowing early this morning and 
continued until 8 o’clock, when it turned 
into rain. It is very cold and disagreeable. 
The rainfall for the storm is 3.84 inches. 
Vineyardists are complainiug that they are 
unable to finish pruning.

DKMPSEY REDEEMS HIMSELF. 
The Nonpareil Puts McCarthy to Sleep In 
Twenty-eight Rounds. 
S an F rancisco, February 18th.—The at­ 
traction at the California Athletic Club this 
evening was the much-talked of Dempsev- 
McCarthy contest, its prominence having 
eclipsed all events in the pugilistic line 
since the defeat of the “Nonpareil” by La 
Blanche. Both are champions in their 
class, and a great battle was looked for. 
Fjm psey naturally felt sore since his de­ 
feat, and was expected to make a desperate 
fight to retain his title. Since signing with 
McCarthy he ba3 trained constantly, and 
claimed to be in good form, weighing 147i 
pounds. 
McCarthy, the sturdy Australian, like­ 
wise realized his contract, and by vigorous 
training managed to get under the limit. 
He was very strong and weighed 1514 
pounds, though he could have fought bet­ 
ter at nearer 169. McCarthy came here with 
a reputatiou as a great fighter, but in the 
recent battle of his with Denny Kelleher, 
whom he defeated, he failed to make a 
great impression; and when the match was 
made with Dempsey many thought he 
would not be in it. 
The bettiDg was $100 to $60 in favor of 
Dempsey. The purse was for $1,800. of 
which $300 went to the loaer. 
Dempsey’s seconds were Jack McAuliffe 
and Denny Kelleher. Jimmy Carroll, the 
light-weight, and J’addy Gorman were be­ 
hind McCarthy. Hiram Cook was referee. 
President Fulda announced that the 
gloves which were to be used were five- 
ounce gloves, but they had been tampered 
with and were not satisfactory to the Chief 
'of Police. Some delay was caused, but 
finally satisfactory gloves were produced 
and the bell sounded the call of lime at 9:3°. 
Round 1—Both men came nimbly to the 
scratch, McCarthy at once becoming the 
aggressor, following Dempsey into his cor­ 
ner in his awkward, crouching style. 
Dempsey did not appear bothered any. He 
would duck or lead harmlessly. 
He 
reached McCarthy’s body and face slightly 
without a return. 
Round 2—McCarthy again pressed mat­ 
ters, trying to npper-cnt on Jack’s leads. 
The latter, however, was well with him, 
and got his rieht home on the Australian's 
jaw in bi3 old-time srile, swinging half 
way around. Time and time again did 
McCarthy try to scare him by feinting, but 
without success. 
Round 3—McCarthy again came on, but 
was met with a right hander on themoulh, 
turniDg him around. McCarthy kept on 
coming, however, until time was called. 
Round 4—McCarthy seemed anxious to 
work Jack into the corners, and kept him 
moving lively, Demps-y’s quick foot 
movements and cleverness in ducking sav­ 
ing him from many well-meant blows. 
The round ended wi'.hout damage to either. 
Round 5—McCarthy, somewhat reddened 
and wearing his peculiar smile, made an 
awful lunge at Jack's head, but it pasted 
over his shoulders A moment later Jack 
again landed his right on the Australian’s 
jaw. He did not flinch, however, and a 
moment later got in a hot upper-cut on 
Jack's mouth, ju st before the call of time 
McCarthy got in another hot one on Demp­ 
sey’s wind. 
Round 6 -McCarthy would lead with his 
left in the hope of getliD g his right home, 
but without success. He seemed inclined 
to let Dempsey force matters, which he did. 
getting both bands on ?<Iac's wind and head 
repeatedly. 
Round 7—Finding Dempsey a bit quick 
in leading, McCarthy again started to force 
the figh*. but with little gain. Up to this 
time he managed to get in but few blows, 
bat showed no signs of tbe punching he 
was taking. 
Round 8—McCarthy was at it again, and 
managed to swing his right on Jack's ear 
in a way that made the latter a bit careful. 
Dempsey repaid him a moment la'er with 
a straight left in the month. McCarthy 
forced Jack into his corner and tried the 
famous La Blanche blow, which pas-ed 
harmlessly over his head, amid great cheer­ 
ing of the crowded hall. 
Round 9—McCarthy, though getting pun­ 
ished three times to Jack’s one, did not 
seem any the worse for it, and appeared 
strong enough to stand it for hours. Just 
before tbe call of time he again tried to 
swing, landing full on Dempsey’s mouth as 
time was called. 
R u ti 10 -This was about even, with no 
countering blows on either side. At this 
point it was a toss-np for choice. 
Round 11—This found the Australian 
forcing matters. Dempsey would land on 
his wind and face again and again, and his 
burly opponent would not be denied, and 
kept at it as usual. 
Ronnd 12—It seemed to be a question 
whether Dempsey’s constant jabbing or 
McCarthy's wonderfnl vitality would con­ 
quer. McCarthy seemed to rely soleiy on 
the pivot blow as a means of putting 
Dempsey out, but the latter appeared 
ever on the alert. 
Ronnd 13 waB fought in the same man­ 
ner as the others were, McCarthy taking his 
medicine smilingly. 
Round 14—McCarthy made a vicious 
swipe at Dempsey, slightly losing his bal­ 
ance. Jack, like a shot, swung in his right 
on his neck, which was dcidedly tbe best 
blow of the fight. Mac got tired of lead­ 
ing for Dempsey’s face, and finally tamed 
bis attention to the body, where he would 
reach occasionally in good shape. 
Round 15—The men had now been fight­ 
ing an hour. McCarthy seemed anxious to 
terminate matters. He would rush Demp­ 
sey savagely, but the latter would either 
counter or duck and clinch. McCarthy 
again tried the pivot, bat Dempsey was 
again on guard, and rapid in-fighting was 
the order. 
Round 16—This was the round of the 
fight so far and Dempsey fairly smothered 
McCarthy, mashing him with right and 
left. McCarthy went to hia corner some­ 
what rattled. 
Round 17—Dempsey evidently thought 
it lime tc do some hard punching, and got 
home wilh both hands. McCarthy’s right 
eye was now blackened and his face was 
beginning to show the effect of the punish­ 
ment. He was yet strong, however, and 
kept on tbe aggressive 
Ronnd 18— McCarthy got in a good 
smash on Dempsey’s nose, bringing the first 
blood of the fight. The round otherwise 
was abont even, tbongh Dempsey did not 
appear to have any too much wind. 
Round 19—Was fought mostly at long 
range, neither being acxions to force things. 
Tbe twentieth was another even round. 
It looked like a long fight. 
Round 21—McCarthy got his left over 
Dempsey’3 shoulder aad caught him a hot 
one full on the jaw. Jack followed him 
into his corner a moment later, and got in 
a good upper cut on the month and his 
left on the wind. 
Round 22—Jack kept banging away over 
and under Mac’s heart, making it a point 
seemingly to land in the same place. There 


were some hard exchanges in this round, 
McCarthy alwavs waiting for his swing. 
Round 22—McCarthy feigned weakness 
bnt Jack was not to be tooled, and would 
stand and smile with contempt at him. 
Then Mac would come up again lively a3 
ever only to receive Dempsey’s right in 
face or wind. 
Round 24—Mac never lost an opportu­ 
nity of placing his hand on Dempsey’s 
nose to keep him bleeding. 
It was still a 
very even battle, both being strong and 
showing little signs of punishment. 
Round 25 — This round was evenly 
fought. 
Round 26—Dempsey swung his right on 
Mac’s jaw, following it witlija hard left, 
which dazed and weakened him. Mc­ 
Carthy went to his corner badly bleeding 
and very groggy. 
Round 27—Dempsey beat McCarthy all 
over the ring, asking the plucky Aus­ 
tralian to give up, which McCarthy would 
not do. He would take tbe time allowed 
on the floor and was a pitiful sight, with 
Dempsey standing over him waiting. Yet. 
feeling unwilling to strike, Dempsey would 
push rather than punch him down. Mc­ 
Carthy stayed with it until time was 
called, though all but dead. 
Round 28—Dempsey, from his rapid 
work, was tiring himself. He went at the 
Australian and brought him to the floor. 
Then McCarthy’s seconds, to save their man 
from further beatiug, threw up the sponge. 
The fight was the best ever witnessed in 
the city, being throughout a scientific and 
hard battle. McCarthy, though a strong 
and game fighter, was overmatched by 
Dempsey’s science. Jack received an ova­ 
tion Tbe result was most satisfactory to 
Dempsey’s many admirers. 
STATE BOARD OF TRADE. 
Tho ex-Secretary Must Settle or he Pros­ 
ecuted—Other Matters* 
S an F rancisco, February 18;h.—There 
was a large attendance at the regular meet­ 
ing of the State Board of Trade to-day. 
President A. T. Hatch presided. 
Among other communications read was 
one from Benjamin Johnson, of the Xew 
England Orocer, announcing that the ex 
cursion of grocers and fruit dealers would 
leave Buston February 5:h and reach this 
city on the 22d, next Saturday. 
Regarding a settlement with ex Secretary 
Davies, who is indebted to the Board, Mr. 
Eoiery, of Oakland, reported having made 
an effort to have the matter settled, and 
that Davits had promised to be here to-day. 
A letter from Davies was read ,in which he 
asked further time until some property 
could be sold. The ex-Secretary stated, 
also, that much of the money spent was 
for traveling expenses and for building up 
the Board. 
A resolution was offered by Mr. Mills, 
favoring a criminal prosecution of ex Sec­ 
retary Davies because of the latter’s failure 
to make good his shortage of abont $950. 
It wa3 changed in the preamble to the 
resolution that the shortage was "not only 
the result of criminal carelessness, but also 
attributable to criminal intent.” 
After brief discussion the resolution was 
temporarily tabled, the whole Davies mat­ 
ter being iirade the special order for the 
next meeting, iu two weeks. 
General N. P. Chipman, of Red Blufl, of 
the Committee on Incorporation, reported 
at length, setting forth how incorporation 
conld be accomplished, and submitting the 
articles necessary, in tbe form of constitu­ 
tion, by-laws, etc It was explained that 
incorporation could be decided upon at this 
time and the uext meeting could be as an 
incorporation. All the law requires as pre­ 
liminary action is simply proper affirma­ 
tion before a notary. The articles provided 
for an official seal, for eleven Directors and 
for all details relating to control and gov­ 
ernment of this Board. The Secretary of 
tbe incorporation is required to give a bond 
of $5,000, and the Treasurer, unless a bank­ 
ing corporation fill the office, will be 
obliged to give'll similar bond. 
A motion to incorporate was carried 
unanimously after General Chipman had 
concluded. Following this it was agreed to 
adopted the articles as submitted. There 
was a debate regarding the relative p»wer 
of the Directors and other members of the 
incorporation, but it was agreed that tbe 
aciion of Directors mpst be final. 
Alleged M urderer Arrested. 
F resn o , February 18th.—Mah Tim, the 
alleged Jackson-street Theater murderer, 
was arrested at 2 this afternoon. He was 
heavily armed, and had been hiding in a 
cellar in the alley in Chinatown. By a 
ruse he was decoyed out of his L idiD g 
place, and before he could use his weapons 
was handcuffed. 
It is stated that $1,500 is up for his ar­ 
rest, $600 of which is put up by Chinamen, 
who have shadowed him lor the past 
week. His fric-nls are trying to get him 
released on habeas corpus. 
D. B. Stepheus, a prominent citizen of 
Selma, was struck by an engine at that 
place at 8:45 this morning aud died an 
hour later. Killed His Brother. 
Arlington (Or.), February 18th.—News 
came here to-day of the killing of Wake 
Dickens by his brother, Zeb Dickens, at 
Hardman, Morrow county, on Friday 
morning. They were at a ball in Hard­ 
man on Tuesday night, and Wake Dickens, 
who is unmarried, took his brother's wife 
to supper. 
As they were returning from 
supper Zeb Dickens, who is said to be 
jealous of his brother, met them at the 
door oí the dining room and fired on his 
brother, killing him instantly. After the 
shooting he escaped, but returned yester­ 
day and gave himself up to the authorities. 
All About a Valentine. 
M aripo sa. February ISth.—A special 
messenger from Bear valley gives an ac­ 
count of an afl'ray in the “Bon-ton” saloon 
between Bert McFadden, the proprietor, 
and John Trabucco, a store-keeper. Mc-

arm. He attempted a second shot but was 
too weak to pull the trigger. Both men 
are well known citizens.

— Retrieve 
Thomas, of Chicago, accompanied by two 
local detectives, made an important arrest 
last night which was kept very quiet until 
to-day. The prisoner is believed to be one 
of the men badly wanted in connection 
with the Cronin case, and Thomas had 
been advised tbat parties will arrive to­ 
night from Chicago to fully identify him. 
The prisoner gave the name of j. B. 
Kelly, and admitted he was the man for 
whom tbe Chicago authorities had been 
looking, but denied that he was Smith, Dan 
CongbliD S friend, who was believed to 
have driven the buggy íd which Cronin 
was conveyed from his Lame He further 
denied complicity in tbe murder. 
Detective Thomas says his prisoner is 
known in Chicago as j. B. Kelly, but is 
supposed to be a man known as Smith. If 
he proves to be so, the arrest is one of the 
most important made in the celebrated 
case.Smith was the last person whose com­ 
pany tbe murdered physician was seen in 
by Cronin’s friends. 
When questioned by the reporters this 
afternoon the prisoner was yery ngly. He 
said bis name is J. B. Kelly, of Chicago, 
but that he knew nothing of the Cronin 
case or tbe parties interested in it. except 
Tom Desmond, of San Francisco; he never 
belonged to any Clan-na-Gael Camp, and 
was not an active Irish sympathizer. 
He would not talk farther, except to say 
he had been in St. Louis about two weeks. 
This statement, however, was disproved by 
the fact that the detectives located him at 
the People’s Hotel, where he registered the 
first time August 20th last, and had been 
there almost constantly since. 
He was shabbily dressed, and to tbe hotel 
people pretended "to be a peddler of books. 
He paid for his lodging3 regularly, bnt 
never seemed to have much money. 
L a t e r —The man under arrest here has 
been fully identified as “J. B. Simmonds’' 
by officer Collins, of Chicago.

THE B0MPABD CASE AND HYPNOTISM. 


The hypnotic theory as applied to the 
Bompard case is gaining adherents. 
It is 
announced that experts in animal magnet­ 
ism asseit their belief that the woman at 
the time of the murder was under the in ­ 
fluence of Eyraud, and was by him irresist­ 
ibly impelled to do what he wished, re­ 
gardless of her own will or judgment; that 
when the woman came in contact with the 
man Garanger, she met a stronger in­ 
fluence, and that under this she was com­ 
pelled to return to Paris and give herself 
up to the authorities. 
W hile hypnotism has received recogni­ 
tion from the medical faculty, so far as 
warnings not to dabble in it are concerned, 
and so far as a demand to have the law for­ 
bid exhibitions of patients under its in­ 
fluence goes, we do not find any action or 
expression by scientific men recorded, go­ 
ing to the extent of admitting that a 
patient can be kept for many months un­ 
der the influence, and all the actions of 
her life meanwhile directed by their oper­ 
ator. This is what the hypnotists claim 
in the Bompard-Eyraud case. It must be 
confessed that there are some strong evi­ 
dences in support of the fantastic theory; 
but it must remain a theory; it is not 
capable of demonstration. 
The woman 
may herself assume this defense and it will 
be impossible to detect the deceit carried on 
with a view to maintain it. It would be a 
shrewd device of a cunning criminal to 
thus ’.'aise a doubt of guilt and save her 
bead from the guillotine. 
The theory of the hypnotic experts is 
that Gabrielle Bompard, under the satanic 
influence of Evraud, whom she did not 
love, lured M. Goufle to the room, where a 
noose was thrown over his head and by 
which he was strangled, he being subse­ 
quently choked to death by Eyraud when 
the noose tailed in its work. 
That under 
the same malign influence she fled with her 
principal to San Francisco, where another 
victim, in the person of Garanger, was 
selected, but that liis influence proving 
stronger than the earlier master, she was 
by Garanger impelled to return to Paris, 
where coolly and without any apparent 
compunctions of conscience she confessed 
the crime. The other day the woman was 
taken to the same room in which Goufle 
met his death so horribly, and she there 
dramatically recited the story of the crime 
and with the officers as figures she re­ 
hearsed all the details of the murder in 
the presence of the examining magistrate 
and the medical experts who were detailed 
to carefully study her manner. 
The room was restored to its original 
condition, the furniture removed from it, 
save the arm-chair in which Goufle was 
seated. 
A detective took his seat in this 
chair and Gabrielle coolly placed herself 
in his lap. 
Another detective arranged 
the noose, and the woman then explained 
how she prevented the victim from releas­ 
ing himself from it. She claims that she 
was terrified when she saw the noose de­ 
scending over Gouffe’s head, and that the 
latter, noticing the expression of her coun­ 
tenance 
and not understanding it, at­ 
tempted to calm her. 
A moment later 
she was thrown to the floor, as the victim 
was jerked out of the chair by the cord. 
I t is a marvelously strange ease, and it is 
easy to understand 
why the 
French 
authorities hesitate before condemning the 
woman. It is probable, since it is the 
more reasonable theory, that the woman 
is playing a part; that she has assumed 
the hypnotic theory to save herself from 
punishment, and that her return to Paris 
and her cool confession are parts of a 
shrewd device to defeat the authorities. 
If the French Courts accept the specula­ 
tions of the hypnotists in this case, and 
hold th at Gabrielle Bompard was impelled 
to the part she played in the commission 
of th e crime, and th at she therefore had 
no intent to commit the crim e, and was no 
more th an a tool in the hands of th e real 
m urderer, a new and dangerous doctrine 
will be introduced into the French crim ­ 
inal practice th at will cause crim e in 
France to increase, and th at will afiord a 
convenient avenue for the escape of French 
m urderers. 
However, w hat th e French 
Courts m ay unfortunately hold in this 
case will little influence English and 
A m erican tribunals. 
They are not giveu 
to such dram atic m ethods as th e first are 
famous for, nor will such judgments of 
French Courts be .considered as valuable 
precedents.

SUPERIOR JUDGE BUCKLES TELLS HOW 
TO MAKE THEM. 


W hy H e R efused C e rtain A p p lican ts—A 
P a trio tic an d S ensible I n te rp r e ta ­ 
tio n o f N atu ralizatio n L aw s. 


Judge A. J. Buckles, of the Superior 
Court of Solano county, is tem porarily pre­ 
siding in D epartm ent Two of the Superior 
Court of Sacramento. H e has had occa­ 
sion to refuse adm ission to citizenship of 
certain applicants, and in the following 
com m unication he gives in unm istakable 
English the reasons that prompted h im : 


E d s . R e c o r d - U n io n : W hile so much ¡9 
being said about the ease w ith which an 
alien can acquire citizenship in this coun­ 
try, it occurs to me that, it m ight prove of 
some interest to exam ine into the workings 
of our system and the m anner in which 
our naturalization laws are adm inistered. 
The law by which an alien may become 
a citizen is an enactm ent of CoDgress. 
That part of the law which I care to deal 
with m ainly in this article is Section 2165, 
Revised Statutes, United States, which 
provides: 
An alien may be admitted to become a citi­ 
zen of the United States in the iollowins m an­ 
ner and not otherwise: 
First, he shall declare on oath before a Cir­ 
cuit or District Court of the United States, or a 
District or Supreme Court of the Territories, or 
a 
Court 
oi 
record of any of the States 
having 
common 
law 
jurisdiction 
and 
a 
seal 
and 
clerk, two 
years, 
at 
least, prior to his admission that it is bona tide 
his intention to become a citizen of the United 
States, and to renounce forever all allegiance 
and fidelity to any foreign Prince, Potentate, 
State or Sovereignty, and particularly by name 
to the Prince, Potentate, State or Sovereignty of 
which the alien may be at the time a citizen or 
subject. 
Second, He shall at the time of his applica­ 
tion to be adm itted declare on oath before some 
of the Courts above specified, that he will sup­ 
port the Constitution of the United States, and 
that he absolutely and cnterely renounces and 
abjures all allegiance and fidelity to every 
Prince, Potentate, State or Sovereignty, and par­ 
ticularly by name to the Prince. Potentate, 
State or Sovereignty of which he was before a 
citizen or subject, which proceedings shall be 
recorded by the Clerk of the Court. 
Third, It shall be made to appear to th : satis­ 
faction of the Court adm itting such alien, that 
he has resided w ithin the United States five 
years, at least, and within the State or Territory 
where such Court is at the time held, one year, 
at least, and that during that time he has be­ 
haved as a man of good moral character, at­ 
tached to the principles of the Constitution of 
the United States, and well-disposed to the good 
order and happiness of the same; but the oath 
of the applicant shall in no case be allowed to 
prove his residence. 
The other parts of the section have no 
bearing on the m atters to be here treated 
of and are therefore omitted. 
It will be observed that there m ust first 
be a declaration of intention made. This 
declaration, or the act of taking it, being 
more m inisterial tban judicial, is made be­ 
fore the clerk. 
This declaration m ust be 
made two years prior to m aking the appli­ 
cation to be admitted. 
After the alien 
has resided in the United States for a 
period of five years, and two years having 
elapsed since be made his declaration, he 
comes before the Court with two witnesses 
who have known him for five years. 
As will be noticed by subdivision third, 
there are five things to be proven. 
First, A residence in the United States 
for five years. 
Secm d, A residence in the State for one 
year, and neither of these can be proven by 
the applicant. 
Third, T hat he has behaved as a man of 
good m orai character. 
And it was held 
In re. Spencer, 6 Sawyer, 195, that he m ust 
show a good moral character, not only for 
the five years, but for and dnring all the 
tim e he has resided in the U nited States. 
It was held, also, in the same case, that if 
the alien had been convicted of a crime, 
mala in sc, I take it, during his residence 
in the U nited States, be would not be a 
man possessing that standard of moral 
character which would be necessary to en­ 
title him to admission to citizenship. 
Fourth, T hat he is attached to the prin­ 
cipies of the Constitution of the United 
States. 
Fifth, T hat he is well disposed to the 
good order and happiness of the United 
States. 
The proof m ust be such as will satisfy 
the Judge of the existence of the condi­ 
tions imposed upon the alien to entitle him 
to admission. And it is this proof, the ease 
with which some judicial m inds become 
satisfied, and the difficulty there seems to 
be for others to ascertain the required facts, 
which I hope to show in this article. 
Residence m ust be proven by other per­ 
sons than the applicant, and is usually an 
easy mattqri 
Two witnesses, reputable 
and uninipeached, testify to the residence 
ss a fact w ithin their own knowledge. 
Upon this m atter, and this alone, the ap­ 
plicant is forbidden to testify, or rather his 
testimony would not be received to deter­ 
m ine his residence. But upon the other three 
questions the applicant can and should 
be called upon to testify. Taking the third 
m atter, he may have been convicted of a 
crim e dnring his residence in this county 
of which the witnesses m ight know noth­ 
ing. It is true that, providing he has, his 
testim ony may not disclose that fact; or he 
may decline to answer, on the ground that 
his answer m ight tend to disgrace him . In 
the first instance the Judge would have 
been performing his duty, and in the sec­ 
ond I apprehend that no Judge would ad­ 
m it the alien who declined to answer on 
the ground that his answer m ight tend to 
disgrace him . As to the fourth and fifth, 
who could know better 
tban 
him self 
whether he is attached to the principles of 
the Constitution and is well disposed to the 
good order and happiness of the country ? 
The m anner of determ ining these, to m y 
mind, very im portant questions should be 
uniform in all the Courts. I do not give 
my own system or form ula as a guide for 
other Judges, nor do I claim for it any ex­ 
cellence, but sim ply wish to illustrate more 
fully, as I understand it, the methods of ar­ 
riving at the qualifications of an applicant 
for citizenship. 
In my Court, I first interrogate the wit­ 
nesses as to the tim e the applicant has re­ 
sided in this country, what his conduct has 
been, and their means of knowing what 
they testify to. These m atters being de­ 
term ined in favor of the alien's admission, 
I question him ; and to satisfy m yself that 
he is attached to the principles of the Con­ 
stitution, and is well disposed toward this 
Government, I m ust find out if I can what 
knowledge he possesses of these m atters 
and the condition of his own m ind. I 
want to know that, when he takes the oath 
of allegiance, it ¡9 done with a fall realiza­ 
tion of what it means, and that there is no 
m ental reservation. 
I therefore ask him 
the following or sim ilar sim ple questions, 
to w it: 
First, W hat is your object in desiring to 
be a citizen ? 
Second, W hat form of government is 
this, republican or monarchical? 
Third, W hat is the ruler called? 
Fourth, Is he elected or appointed? 
Fifth, W hat is his term of office ? 
Sixth, B y whom are the law6 of the 
U nited States made? 
Seventh, Have you read the Constitution 
of the U nited States? 
Eighth, W ould you, if admitted, support 
and defend the Constitution of the United 
S’ates ? 
Ninth, Suppose a law should bs passed, 
or is now in existence, which von m ight 
think a wrong or bad law, would you obey 
it? 
Tenth, If you were an officer of th e Gov­ 
ernm ent, whose duties were to enforce the 
laws, would you try to enforce a law which 
you did not ¡ike? 
Eleventh, Do you believe in law. order 
and government, or do you believe in an­ 
archy? 
Twelfth, W ill you seek your redress for 
all wrongs done you through the Courts of 
the country? 
Thirteenth, W ill you obey the laws of 
this country at all tim es and under all cir- 
CKiustances, notwithstanding the church, 
rekgioas or any other society to which you 
may belong, or the head of such church or 
society, m ight demand of you such acts 
aud conduct as would he a violation of such 
law s’? 
Fourteenth, Suppose after you become a 
citizen of the United States this country 
would be at war with yoor native country, 
where pour people are still living, woald 
yon fight for this country or return to your 
native country and assist it? 
His answer to these questions furnish me 
th e means of determ ining whether or not 
he is attacked to the principles of our Con­ 
stitution and is well disposed to the good 
osder and happiness of the country. If he 
is too ignorant to answer the questions, 
then, to m y mind, he does not possess the 
qualifications prescribed by law as a condi­ 
tion precedent to his being admitted. 
I do not believe it was ever intended I 
that the great privilege of American citi- ! 
zenship should be conferred apon any per- ! 
son who has not taken the trouble to ¡earn j 
at least som ething of the workings of our I 
Republic. It should clearly appear that j 
he knows the kind of governm ent this is ! 
to which 
he profeses 
and swears his j 
allegiance, and he should know enough 


about our institutions and form of govern­ 
m ent to know that he can support them 
w ith all his honor and manhood. 
W hen 
an alien can offer no other reason for de­ 
siring to become a cilizen than to vote at 
the n tx t election for a friend, and is ignor­ 
ant of our form of government, or is an 
enemy to law aud order, he is hardly the 
person to be created a citizen. 
Yet when I turn away a man so ignorant . 
that he cannot tell whether this country ;.s j 
governed by a Kiug, Em peror or Preside .at, 
and has not read the Constitution or h eard 
it read, and does not know w hat ’jodies 
m ake the laws; or a m an who answers 
that his chnrch or hi3 society sha’.t control 
his actions, and not the laws of the coun­ 
try; or one who proclaims him self an A n­ 
archist, I kn ow that th at m un can go to 
another county in this State where no 
questions of the nature suggested in this 
article will be asked him , and where, with 
proof of a residence for the required time, 
and the stereotyped answers of the w it­ 
nesses “ that he has behaved as a good 
moral m an, and is attached to the princi­ 
ples of the Constitution of the United 
States, and is well-disposed to the good or­ 
der and happiness of the sam e,” he will be 
adm itted to citizenship. 
The Judge be­ 
lieves him self satisfied. W e have the same 
law to govern ns, and our proceedings in 
the 9ame m atter should be carried on in 
som ething near the same way. There is 
evidently som ething radically wrong here. 
E ither the Judge in the other county re­ 
quires too little or I require too m uch. 
Uniform ity should be the rule. 
To-day I turned away two applicants for 
citizenship because they had no conception 
whatever of the kind of governm ent this 
is. The first one was asked by whom the 
United States is governed, and w hat is the 
title of the ruler? and he could not tell. 
In answer to farther questions he said he 
did not know by whom or by what bodies 
the laws are made, and he had never read 
the Constitution or heard it read or dis­ 
cussed, and knew nothing about it. The 
other, w ith possibly a ray more of intelli­ 
gence, thought Harrison was the ruler, but 
was not certain, and had “ most forgotten,” 
but thought the title was President. W hen 
asked who made the laws, he thought they 
were made by the Vice-President. 
He had 
not read the Constitution, and had heard 
nothing about it. 
Reputable citizens ap­ 
peared as witnesses in each 
case and 
proved that the applicants had resided in 
the United States over five years and in the 
State more than one year. They testified 
that both men were well-behaved, of good 
moral character, attached to the principles 
of the Constitution and well-disposed to 
the good order and happiness of the coun­ 
try. But the statem ents of the applicants 
show the absurdity of the testimony of the 
witnesses as to attachm ent to the princi­ 
ples of the Constitution, etc. How can a 
man be attached to a thing or a set of prin­ 
ciples which he knows absolutely nothing 
about, and possibly never heard of before ? 
How cau it be said a man is well-disposed 
towards a Government when he does not 
know how or by whom it is governed nor 
how its laws are made ? 
The statem ents of witnesses on such 
m atters are mere opinions, and when the 
actual facts are disclosed, showing a differ­ 
ent state of affairs, are entitled to no 
weight whatever. But an election is com­ 
ing on, and it therefore becomes im portant 
that these men should become voters, and 
they can be carried to some other county 
where they can be admitted and “no ques­ 
tions asked.” 
One of the witnesses expressed his regret 
at the inability of the men to “get in,” as 
he phrased it, “because they would have 
voted the c le an 
ticket," which m ight 
be some little indication, in this case at 
least, that the right to vote was the sole ob­ 
ject of becoming naturalized. 
For fear that some one m ight conclude 
“ that the Judge was a political opponent, 
and was trying to keep down the supposed 
m ajority in this State,” I will say 
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that I am of the political faith indicated by 
the expression of the witness. 
It is not m y purpose to criticize the ac­ 
tions of any Judge, nor do I intend that 
anything said in this article shall be treated 
as a criticism ; bat I am constrained to say 
that while I know our naturalization laws 
are not w hat many good people would like 
them to be, a great m any of the evils com­ 
plained of m ight be remedied by a more 
careful adm inistration of the laws we have, 
not only by the Judiciary, but by the citi­ 
zens who are called upon as witnesses in 
such matters. 
It is no argum ent against requiring the 
alien to show some knowledge of this Gov­ 
ernm ent when he asks for citizenship, to 
say we have thousands of native born who 
have never read the Constitution of the 
United States, and do not know by whom 
our laws are made. It is a m atter of choice 
with the alien w hether he becomes a citi­ 
zen or not, while the native has no choice, 
and therefore no conditions are or can be 
imposed. 
Besides, intelligence on the part of the 
alien is required, for the purpose of deter­ 
m ining w hether it is possible for him to be 
attached to the fundam ental principles un­ 
derlying our system of government, and 
that the Judge may know he is weli dis­ 
posed to the good order and happiness of 
the republic. 
I believe all will adm it that in order to 
be attached to anything one m ust have 
some knowledge of it, and that before it 
can be said be is well disposed to the good 
order and happiness of a country and gov­ 
ernm ent, it is essential that he should ex­ 
hibit some degree of knowledge of the in­ 
stitutions of that country. 
It m ust not be understood that the ques­ 
tions I suggest to be asked the applicant 
are the only ones proper or necessary to 
ask. The answers will often suggest, and 
even m ake necessary, other questions. 
If voting and holding office aie the only 
incentives to becoming naturalized citizens, 
and I fear they are in very m any cases, 
then we have a further excuse or reason 
for asking m any of these questions. 
Let none imagine that an alien’s religion 
has anything to do with his naturalization, 
or his ’failure to be admitted, for in this 
land of religious freedom .it can m ake no 
difference what religion he has espoused, 
or w hether aDy. H e may be a Mormon, a 
Jew, a Protestant, a Catholic, a M oham­ 
medan, a Boodbist or an infidel; all we are 
concerned about is, will he at all times, 
and under all circnmstances, support and 
defend the Constitution of the United 
States, and with it all the principles on 
which the republic stands. 
In conclusion, I will Eay that I am well 
aware the course I have suggested as the 
proper one to be followed in adm inistering 
the naturalization laws, will receive the 
condem nation of the few patriotic citizens 
who are always most active before an 
election in “ m aking voters,” as they term 
it, for their respective parties. 
And I im ­ 
agine that they will condemn because of 
their knowledge of the gross ignorance on 
the part of m any of those who are to 
apply, as to our form of government, its 
Constitution and its workings. 
B at to all such let me say that in your 
patriotic zeal to m ake citizens, you have no 
right to neglect the education of these 
“children.” School them in the principles 
of our C onstitution; the time thus em ­ 
ployed will be lost on neither teacher nor 
pupil. 
The question m ight here be very prop­ 
erly asked, why is the probationary resi­ 
dence of five years prescribed, if not to give 
the alien sufficient tim e in which to learn 
of our form of government and its institu­ 
tions? 
Those who have studied our government 
and know w hat it is, and the principles 
upon which it ¡9 based, and have m ade up 
their minds to become citizm s because of 
their attachm ent to these principles, and 
because of their love for our institutions, 
have come to realize fully alt; the grandeur 
compassed in the title “American citizen,” 
and swear their allegiance with no equivo­ 
cation or m ental reservation. To all such 
to answer these questions is a pleasure 
rather than otherwise.

B R A Z IL IA N R E PU B L IC . 


R e sig n atio n of Tw o M ore o f th e B razil­ 
ia n M inisters. 
N ew Y o rk , February 18th.—Two steam 
ships, the Finance and the Basil, arrived 
from Brazilian ports 
yesterday. 
Both 
brought news to the effect that the people 
of that country had accepted the changed 
political conditions very pleasantly, and 
that everything was quiet all over the new 
republic. Several such reports to the same 
effect came from Samos, Pernambuco, Rio 
Janeiro, Para, Bahia and other im portant 
ports. 
Mr. H unt, the purser of the Finance, 
said that there wss a slight nneasiness that 
the coming elections there may bring some 
trouble. 
He also said that foreign compa­ 
nies were not quite satisfied with the re­ 
cent law requiring that those ot them who 
have branch houses in Brazil shall have at 
least one-third of their capital in that 
country. 
This law, he said, would force 
m any of the foreign companies to withdrew 
all their business from Brazil. 
A Para newspaper says the news of the 
official recognition of the Brazilian republic 
by the United States was transmitted to the 
Governors of the different States, and re­ 
plies have been received expressing joy at 
the good news and saving that the people 
are filled w ith delirious enthusiasm over it. 
The Basil reports that two more m em ­ 
bers of De Fonseca’s Cabinet have resigned. 
Exchange has declined 3 i in three days. 


ANDRASSY D EA D . 


A N oted E u ro p ean D ip lo m atist S uccum bs 
to a C ancer. 
V IENNA. February 18'.h.—Count Andrassy 
died at 3 o’clock this m orning 
Julius 
Andrassy was born at Zempiin, Hungary, 
March 18,1823. 
His father, Count Charles 
Andrassy. was noted for his efforts to pro­ 
mote the scientific and industrial interests 
of his country. The deceased was returned 
to the H ungarian Diet in 1847, and attained 
distinction by his oratorical powers and 
political tact. H e lent his influence to the 
revolution of 1848, and was dispatched on 
a mission to the Porte. On the defeat of 
the revolution he wert into exile until the 
amnesty of 1857 permitted him to return 
to Hungary. 
In 1SG0 he was elected to the 
H ungarian Diet, supported the Deak party 
and was nom inated for Vice-President. 
On the reorganization of the Austrian Em ­ 
pire in 1867 he was appointed Prim e M in­ 
ister of H ungary. In 1871 he succeeded 
Count Beust as Minister for Foreign Af­ 
fairs. H e was the first Plenipotentiary of 
A ustria at the Congress of Berlin, in 1878, 
and retired from office in 1879. 


P a rn e ll’s A m en d m en t R ejected . 


L o n d o n , February 18th.—Balfour said 
that during the present debate the ad­ 
m inistration of affairs in Ireland had been 
compared to the tyranny of Russia, al­ 
though everybody knew that comparison 
was nonsensical. 
The endeavor of the 
Government was to free Ireland from the 
bondage of unscrupulous conspirators, to 
suppress intim idation, to give to the peo­ 
ple the common rights that all people are 
supposed to possess 
in civilized coun­ 
tries.

SEASON OF LENT. 


THE WILD STOEY OF A DISCHABGED 
ASYLUM PATIENT. 


F acts C oncerning the C om m itm ent of 
W . E. K raft in the Insane 
A sylum at N apa. 


.Tames McKean Arnold, a recently dis­ 
charged patient from the Napa Insane Asy­ 
lum, has been giving a San Francisco paper 
an account of his alleged experiences 
while in that institution, which, if true, 
might render necessary an inquiry by the 
Legislature into the management of the 
insane asylums of the State, and the meth­ 
ods by which patients are committed there­ 
to. His story is as follows: 
I assure you, that it is au awful thing for a 
sane man to be housed with a crowd oí luna­ 
tics. I have felt the experience once before, 
and I know just how to estimate it. During my 
stay at Napa I had my daily exercise in the 
yard assigned to “harmless” cases. There I had 
opportunities to realize some ot the horrible 
pictures of Dante's “Interno.” The unfortu­ 
nates with whom I came in daily contact bore 
the unmistakable impress of despair. Many of 
them had been confined for years, and not a 
few had spent the years of^their youth and 
manhood in the inclosure. What little spirit 
they once may have had oozed out of them, 
and a duller, deader, more apathetic lot of 
hum an beings could not be imagined to exist. 
I was not, however, the only sane man in the 
asylum. Soon after being admitted I made the 
acquaintance of a young mau of my age, named 
W. K. Ktaft. He was committed from Sacra­ 
mento on December 24th last. I saw him when 
he came in. He was a perfectly sane m an and 
a fine specimen of vigorous manhood 
He 
could not understand why he h»d been ar­ 
rested and examined, and related the stupid 
details of the Court trial with a tone of prevail­ 
ing surprise. His folks reside in Hamilton, 
Ontario, but he had no relatives or friends in 
this Stare. He and I were inseparable compan­ 
ions from the day we met, and as we were al­ 
lowed, as thoroughly safe and harmless cases, 
to take trips to the city of Napa unrestricted,we 
usually traveled together and commiserated 
with each other. 
The owners ol restaurants where we fre­ 
quently took our meals would. In all probabil­ 
ity, he astonished to know that their quiet 
patrons were inmates of a lunatic asylum. I 
m ean to have proceedings instituted to have 
Kraft discharged some time when I return East, 
for unless somebody intercedes in his behalf 
the chances are that the poor fellow, like many 
another, will live and die where he is now. 
This seems an extraordinary statement, but a 
reference to the cold business proposition in­ 
volved in the asylum procedure may explain it 
away. In the first place the institution was 
built to receive about 600 patients. Nearly 1.500 
persons are crowded Into it now. 
As a m atter of fact, the officials are not over­ 
anxious to discharge anybody, for the reason 
that they would lose the special appropriations 
per capita made by the State. Not enough sym­ 
pathy can be extended to legitimate inmates of 
an insane asylum; they are truly a living dead. 
But a different species of sympathy is required 
for a rational, reasonable being, who, by the 
villainy or ignorance of others, is condemned 
to live his life in the horrible association of 
madmen. In such a position the strongest 
mind and heartiest constitution are liable to 
break under the strain, and they often do, so 
that we are faced with the fact that the insane 
asylum is a manufactory of lunatics. 
So far as the case of young Kraft is con­ 
cerned, Mr. Arnold is decidedly “off,” 
even though his other statements may be 
correct. The facts in connection with the 
commitment of Kraft are about as follows; 
Instead of his having no relatives on this 
coast to interest themselves in his behalf, 
as stated, he has a brother who holds a 
responsible position in a prominent busi­ 
ness house in this city, and it was at his 
request that the unfortunate young man 
was examined and committed. 
The testimony taken before Judge Arm­ 
strong when W. E. Kraft was examined as 
to his mental soundness elicited the fact 
that be was a young man of superior at­ 
tainments, who had worked and studied 
hard from boyhood. While quite young 
he started in business, and applied himself 
so assiduously thereto that he was stricken 
with brain fever, which left his mind in 
such condition that it was found necessary 
to place him for a time in an asylnm in 
Ontario, Can. He was discharged, but 
thereafter acted in an eccentric manner. 
He is a man of magnificent physique, 
pleasing address, a fluent talker, and in a 
general wav as bright a person as one 
would meet in first-class mercantile circles. 
He left home without means, bnt man­ 
aged to eDjoy a ride to Minneapolis in a 
Pullman car, and from there to this coast 
he also traveled in first class style. He 
had made the tour of California, also, and 
finally his eccentric conduct caused bis 
brother so much trouble and anxiety that 
he found it necessary to take the step 
which resulted in the young man being 
sent to Napa. He was examined by Drs. 
Clunes3 and C. B. Nichols, and discussed 
with the physicians and the Court his con­ 
dition and the prospects of his recovery. 
The physicians stated frankly that be 
was not a lunatic, as distinguished from 
mildly insane parsons, and that there was 
reason to hope that, under proper treat­ 
ment, he would be tally restored to mental 
soundness. 
Judge Armstrong read a letter he had re­ 
ceived from the Superintendent of the asy­ 
lum in which Kraft had been confined, 
giving the history of his case. He asked 
Kraft if he did not think it would be bet­ 
ter for him to go to an asylum, where he 
could be cared for and free from any an­ 
noyances, in the hope that his health 
would be fully restored, and the yonng 
man replied that he fully approved of that 
coarse. Nobody regarded him as a danger­ 
ous person to be at Targe, and it was Dever 
contemplated that he should be deprived 
of his liberty. 
If the statement of Arnold, that Kraft is 
now entirely sane—which, however, mast 
be taken with some allowance on accon.it 
of Arnold’s own alleged unpleasant ex­ 
perience—it simply shows that Judge 
Armstrong did a wise and humane act in 
sending him where he was so well cared 
for as to render such a result possible. If 
not entirely recovered, as Arnold claims, 
he may be well on the road to recovery, 
which might never have been otherwise 
possible, as he was dearly in no condition 
of mind to support himself and enjoy that 
rest and freedom from anxiety so neces­ 
sary to preserve mental equilibrium in one 
whose brain is at all affected. 
The physician who examined Kraft 
stated to the Court that if he were with 
relatives who could look after his wants, 
and could prevail on him to seek perfect 
qniet and repose, it would not be necessary 
to send him to an asylum. According to 
the statement of Arnold, Kraft is allowed 
perfect freedom to go where he pleases, and 
simply has a home at the Asylum, which 
does not look as if he were the victim 
either of a conspiracy, or of a hard-hearted 
asylum superintendent. 
SADLY WRECKED, 
O ne of the Sights Com m only Seen in the 
Police C ourt. 
The name of Rosa Leonard was the only 
one which appeared on the Police Conrt 
calender yesterday. 
The unfortunate 
woman looked the picture of misery as she 
sat near the dock, her clothing in tatters 
and her hair disheveled. She bad not been 
out of jail twenty-four hours when she 
was arrested, and thus the charge of com 
moa drank was preferred against her. 
Officer Coffey and others testified to her 
habits, and said she had no visible means 
of support. She had been begging of the 
benevolent societies of late, and made so 
many promises, without fulfilling them, 
that they concluded to aid her no more. 
Judge Buckley said he believed the 
woman to be clearly guilty of the charge, 
bat thought that if she would leave town 
and go to some hospital or home, she might 
possibly be abie to reform. 
The assured the Conrt that as soon as she 
could obtain the rneaDs she would go to 
San Francisco to one of the homes, where 
she knew they would admit her. Upon 
her making a solemn promise to this effect. 
Judge Buckiey ordered her case continued, 
and in the meantime a collection will be 
taken up among the police officials, new 
clothing will be bought the unfortunate 
woman, and she will be sent to San Fran­ 
cisco. 
New Citizens*

perior Judge Van Fleet yesterday, upon 
the testimony of Charles Noackand W. F.

R egulations for Catholic O bservance 
D uring the Lenten Season. 
Archbishop Riordan has annennced the 
following regulations for the Catholics 
within his jurisdiction daring the season of 
Lent, which commences to-day with Ash 
Wednesday; 
All the faithful who have completed 
their twenty-first year are, unless legiti­ 
mately dispensed, bound to observe the fast 
of Lent. 
All days of Lent, Sundays excepted, are 
fast days of obligations on one meal. 
By dispensation, granted August 3,1887, 
for ten years, flesh meat is allowed at the 
principal meal of all days of Lent except 
Wednesdays, Fridays, Ember Saturday and 
the Saturday of holy week. 
The use of flesh meat and fish is forbid­ 
den at the same meal, even on Sundays. 
At the collation it is permitted to use 
bread, all kinds of fruit, vegetables and 
fish, and by dispensation granted February 
it, 1887, for ten years, the use of butter, 
cheese, milk and eggs is also permitted. 
The use of lard is permitted in preparing 
food on all days thronght the year. 
When the principal meal cannot be 
taken at midday it may be taken in the 
evening and the collation in the morning. 
All persons under 21 years or over 60 
years of age. those who are engaged in hard 
labor, the sick and convalescent, and those 
who cannot fast without iDjury to their 
health, are exempt from the obligation of 
fasting. 
Those who are not bound to fast may use 
flesh meat more than once each day on 
which its use is permitted. 
Those who have any reasonable doubt as 
to their obligation to fast or abstain should 
consult their coDfessor. 
The time for fulfilling the precept of 
Easter communion extends in the archdio­ 
cese from the first 8unday of Lent to the 
end of the octave of Pentecost. 
The rectors of the diocese are requested 
to have Lenten devotions in their churches 
on the Wednesday, Friday and Sunday 
evenings of each week. 
LAND SUITS COMPROMISED. 
T he M cL aughlin E state Buys Up Claim s 
A gainst a L arge T ract. 
A dispatch from Stockton states that the 
suits of Sebastian Vischer and others against 
the estate of Charles McLaughlin, de. 
ceased, to enforce a written contract calling 
for the transfer of about 200,000 acres of 
land in what was known as the Moquele- 
mos grant, were compromised in San Fran­ 
cisco Monday, the es*ate purchasing the 
interests of the plaintiffs and receiving a 
cancellation of the contract. The terms of 
the settlement were not made public. The 
principal case was set for trial in San Fran­ 
cisco to-day. 
The contract on which the suit was based 
was executed in 1873, between Charles Mc­ 
Laughlin and P. Vischer and W. H. Lyons, 
now deceased, in which McLaughlin agreed 
to convey to them an immense tract of 
land situated in San Joaquin, Alameda, 
Santa Clara, Calaveras, Sacramento and 
Stanislaus counties, on condition that 
Vischer and Lyons should carry to the com­ 
pletion of a good title any contests as to 
the validity of title and pay besides $5 per 
acre.The land in question, which had a ques­ 
tionable title, was the Moquelemos tract, 
an original Mexican grant, which was re­ 
jected and was afterwards included in the 
Government grant to the Western Pacific 
Railroad. McLaughlin acquired the land 
from the railroad company for work on 
grading contracts. 
OUT OF TUNE. 
B arw ick Finds F au lt W ith th e M eteoro­ 
logical R egulations. 
The barometer at 5 a . m . yesterday re­ 
corded 29.68 inches, while at 5 p. M. it stood 
at 29 80 inches, a rise of 12 of an inch in 
twelve hours, with that instrument still 
low, and, according to the Signal Service 
reports, accompanied by cold weather.

‘'F LAG DAY." 
Growing Interest Am ong the Public 
Schools for Its Observance. 
There is a growing sentiment all over 
the country in favor of having the Ameri­ 
can flag float over the pnblic school-build- 
ings. In nearly every County Institute 
held in this State daring the past three 
years some mention has been made of the 
importance of teaching the children the 
principles of patriotism and arousing in 
them a love for the flag and its meaning. 
Many people hold that the American flag 
should hang in or float over every school­ 
room in the State, and an occasional hour 
be spent in singing the best patriotic songs, 
reciting the masterpieces of our national 
orstory and telling again and again the 
proud story of our national life, till the 
children are led to appreciate the value 
of their inheritance and its achievements, 
and made to feel that it is their duty to see 
to it that its glory remains untarnished 
and undiminished, to be transmitted,broad­ 
ened and strengthened to the millions who 
are to follow them. 
On visiting Superimendent Hoitt’s office 
yesterday a R ecord-U n ion reporter asked 
him what had been done in this State in 
furnishing flags for the schools, and learned 
that much inferest is being taken in the 
matter by the ladies of the Grand Army, 
by teachers, by parents and other patriotic 
and public-spirited citizens. Mr. Hoitt 
said : “At Newcastle, a short time since, 
the ladies of the Grand Army arranged 
with the teachers and pupils to give an en­ 
tertainment to procure a school flag. 
Learning of this move the people of Pen- 
ryn passed around the hat and purchased 
and raised the flag over their school build­ 
ing before the entertainment at Newcastle 
took place. One or two other districts in 
Placer county have given entertainments, 
or are about to do S3, for the purpose of 
getting flags. Napa City has a flag for 
rainy days and another for fair days, and 
the emblem of liberty waves over the 
school building every day when school is 
in session. 
“A letter from ex-8enator Hill, of Sa­ 
linas, and a copy of the Index, of that city, 
gave a graphic account of the raising of a 
flag over the pnblic school, in which the 
Mayor and the whole town joined with 
teachers and pupils. The people of Chico 
will raise flags over the public schools 
there, and the students and faculty of the 
State Normal School will hoist a flag over 
their building next Saturday. 
“On that day, also,” continued Mr. Hoitt, 
“the teachers and pupils and the entire 
town of Red Blnff will celebrate Flag Day 
as a tribute to the memory of Washington, 
and a beautiful new flag will be raised 
over each of the school buildings of the 
town. 
Would it 
not 
be 
a good 
idea and a grand sight to have the mem­ 
bers of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and the old Confederate soldiers join hands 
with the teachers and children on Memo­ 
rial Day in raising a fl rg over every school 
house in the Slate which shall be at that 
time without one?” 
Some months ago the flag spirit took 
possession of some of the good people of 
Sacramento, and a few pnblic spirited citi­ 
zens took hold of the matter and proposed 
to the Board of Education to supply each 
school-building with a handsome flag, pro­ 
vided the Board would furnish the flagstaffs. 
The proposition was accepted, and now the 
schools of this city are prepared to throw 
the stars and stripes to the breeze ou all 
national or public occasions.

a 
meeting of the Senate Finance Committee 
to day the various silver and currency bilis 
that have been referred to it were under 
discussion. The discussion covered the 
whole range of the financial situation, but 
the silver question was the principal topic. 
All the Republican members of the Com­ 
mittee were present, and Harris and Vance 
of the minority. The discussion is said to 
have demonstrated that there was little, if 
any. variance in the views npon the man­ 
ner ia which the silver question should be 
treated. There was a practical agreement 
that a bill should be passed authorizing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to increase 
the purchase of silver, and store it as bull­ 
ion and isiue certificates upon it. It is ex­ 
pected that the details of a bill covering 
these propositions will be drafted at the 
next meeting of the Committee. 


D EEP W ATER HA RBOR. 
The Senate Committee on Commerce has 
agreed to report favorably the bill appro­ 
priating $6,200,000 for the construction of a 
deep-water harbor at Galveston. 


POSTAL TELEG R A PH . 
The House Committee on Postoffice and 
Fostroad9 continued consideration of the 
subject G f limited postal telegraph. Po3t- 
master-Geneial Wanamaker and A . B. 
Chandler, President of the Postal Tele­ 
graph, were present and gave their ideas on 
the subject. Wanamaker thought it should 
be under the control of the Civil Service 
Commission, and that the wires should not 
be used politically. 


PEN SION A PPRO PRIATION S. 
The pension appropriation bill for the 
next fiscal year was reported to the House 
to day by Morrow from the Committee on 
Appropriations. It carried $98.427,401, be­ 
ing $59.791 less than the estimates, and 
$16,G6S,701 more than the bill for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year, though there is an estimated 
deficiency of $16,598,834 in the pension ex 
penditures for this year; so that the bill 
really is $4 930,073 less than the expend! 
tures will be this year. 


B U ILDIN G FO R SAN JO SE . 
The Secretary of the Treasury has ap­ 
proved the bill appropriating $300.000 for a 
public building at San Jose, Cai., and it 
will probably be reported favorably at the 
next meeting of the Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds of the Senate. 


SPE C IA L POSTAL SERVICE. 
Hermann, of Oregon, received a dispatch 
this morning stating that heavy rains in 
the Cascade Mountains had so badly inter­ 
fered with travel that many postoffices on 
the coast side had had no mail for four 
weeks. Hermann secured a telegraphic or­ 
der from the Postmaster-General for the 
immediate es:ablishment of special service 
through the mountains, down the middle 
branch of tbs Coquilie river. 


DEPARTM ENT NOTES. 
Rear-Admiral Kimberly has been or 
tiered to report to the Navy Department 
tor temporary duty. 
Commander F. A. Cook ha3 been ordered 
to special duty under the Lieht-house 
Board. 
The President has given certificates of 
merit to James Wheeler, a private of Com 
pany G. and Thornton Hams, private of 
Company C, Tenth Cavalry, for distin 
guished services in the fight with robbers 
in Arizona May 11, 1S39. 
Land Commissioner Groff has decided 
that Valentine scrip is not iocatable on 
land recently acquired from the Sioux In­ 
dians in Dakota. 


GEOLOGICAL SU RVEY . 
Secretary Noble has received the monthly 
report of the Geological Survey. It tells of 
severe and stormy weather along Owens 
river, California. 
Work in that section of 
country has been temporarily abandoned 
and employes discharged. Large tracts of 
land in New Mexico have been surveyed, 
taking in Grand valiev as far r s Beruelelli. 
Reports of Washington, Colorado, Mon­ 
tana and Idaho will soon be forwarded.

Senator Ingail3 (by request) to day intro­ 
duced a bill to amend the interstate com­ 
merce law by providing that any person 
shipping or smuggling intoxicating liquors 
into a State or Territory that forbids its 
sale shall be deemed guilty of a misde­ 
meanor, and any railwav company which 
transports the same shall be fined $100 lor 
each offense. 
The Senate to-day ratified the British 
extradition treaty. The text of the treaty 
was recently published. Extradition is not 
to be had for political offense, nor shall any 
person surrendered by either party be tried 
for any other offense than the one for 
which he was extradited. The treaty does 
not apply to any crimes committed before 
its ratification. During the discussion of 
the measure several efforts were made to 
amend it in important particulars, bat were 
not successful. The principal points of at­ 
tack were those sections ineluding man­ 
slaughter and obtaining goods or money 
under false pretenses. The amendments 
that were made are said to be of an unim ­ 
portant character, and it is expected they 
will be accepted by the British representa 
tive without serious objection.

IN THE HOUSE. 


W a s h i n g t o n , February ISth.—In th e House 
to-day Congressm an M orrow, from th e Appro­ 
priations Com m ittee, reported th e Pension Ap­ 
propriation bill. 
It was referred to ihe Com­ 
m ittee of th e W hole. 
The Speaker laid before th e H ouse th e mes­ 
sage from the President transm itting, w ithout 
com m ent, th e com m unication irom the In terio r 
D epartm ent proposing the am endm ent of ihe 
Act providing for th e allotm ent of lands in 
severalty in Indiana. 
T he Senate bill providing for the appointm ent 
of an A ssistant Secretary of W ar was laid before 
th e House 
It is substantially th e sam e as the 
House bill, already favorably reported from th e 
M ilitary Com m i:tee. The Speaker h eld th a t 
it was, u n d er the rules, entitled to im m ediate 
consideration, a n d th e House w ent into Com­ 
m ittee of th e W hole thereon. 
The discus­ 
sion continued u n til half-past 1 o’clock, w hen 
the com m ittee rose w ithout action, and the 
House resum ed th e consideration of th e bill 
w hich provides a tem porary governm ent for 
O klahom a. 
T he general debate was lim ited to three 
an d a h a lf hours, despite the 
appeal of 
Barnes and ethers for five hours tim e, and in 
retaliation for the enforced lim itation they 
called for the reading of the original Senate bill 
au d th e House substitute together, fifty-nine 
prin ted pages. One h o u r and tw enty m inutes 
was consum ed in reading, and it was after 3 
o’clock before S tiuhle of Iow a toqk th e floor in 
support 
of 
th e 
bill.

to include 
all th e Creek aud Sem inole lands purchased 
u nder the last A dm inistration. The House bill 
em braced all of th e territory not occupied by 
th e fiye civilized tribes o f th is tract in the area. 
It com pared favorab'y w ith th e surrounding 
States. It was in th e h eart of a country well- 
w atered. w ith 1300 m iles of railroads, w ith busi­ 
ness enterprises, coal lands, ag ricultural indus­ 
tries, and a population of 90,000 people. The 
House bill proposed to oiganize it into a terri­ 
tory. T he hrst part o f th e bill related to Terri 
toriul officers, and sim ilar to th a t to th e Senate 
bill. For convenience six counties w ere to be 
established. Provisions w ere m ade for the es­ 
tablishm ent o f a Suprem e Court, a n d for the 
trial of cases. N ational banks could be estab­ 
lished. "N o M an’s L and" was to be opened to 
settlem ent, an d tow n-sites to be reserved. 
A section o f the bill provided for the speedy 
settlem ent of th e controversy 
betw een the 
I'n ited States and the State of Texas respecting 
th e ow nership of G reer county. 
W hat m ight be 
called a second division o f th e bill related solely 
to the In d ian Territory, exclusive of O klahom a, 
an d created a Suprem e Court and three D istrict 
Courts to adm inister the law of A rkansas so far 
as applicable to th a t Territory. 
Barnes advocated the Senate b ill in preference 
to the House substitute. 
Springer said B arnes u n intentionally tried to 
m isrepresent the scope of th e biU. U nder th e 
treaties th e U nited States had as m uch rig h t to 
legislate respecting th e lands c f th e Cherokee 
outlet as it had to legislate on any subject. 
H are h ad read, as p art of his rem arks, a pro­ 
test from G overnor Bird of th e Choctaw nation 
against the passage of th e bill, as a violation of 
the treatv m ade at D ancing W ater in 1830.
